When the House of Bishvps met to 
Pass upon the Diseipline, before it 
went to press, we tried to persnade 
them to overrule it, as they did some 
other things of far minor importance, 
and which they had the right to do, 
under the genius of our EKeeclesiastical 
Polity, and a special act which passen 
the General Conference in 1872. Aud 
if we must be frank, which they did 
do, and left the four year law still ex- 
isting. But after they had adjourned, 
a majority of them wrote to Bishop 
Lee, the editor of the New Discipline, 
to let the five year term go in, and let 
the General Conference take the re- 
sponsibility,and thus it appears in our 
present book of Discipline. We how- 
ever, were not one of the Bishops who 
80 wrote to Bishop Lee, for we were 
not willing to take such a risk, as we 
knew then, and as we know now, it is 
destined to stagnate and seriously in- 
jure our church, if not ruin it. Much 
is being said abont the nnrest, the 
discontent and the unsettled condition 
of our ministry, which we are sorry 
to say is too true. We are bold to 
admit that there is more grumbling 
and croaking among the preachers 
than at any previous period since we 
had an existence. It began in 1860, 
when the General Conference at Pitts- 
burg, Pennsylvania, passed a law ex 
tanding the old two-year term 80 as to 
allow a Bishop Co return a minister 
the third year when he was building a 
new church or remodeling an old one. 
But a certain brother who was made a 
compiler of the book of Discipline 
some years afterwards, left out the 
provision of the building condition 
and made the law read three years, 
without any gdditional legislation on 
the part of the General Conference an- 
thorizing him to do so. No one raised 
any opposition, however, and in 1880 
the General Conference modified the 
three year provision, which never was 
law, and allowed the Bishops to re- 
turn a Pastor the fourth year, upon 
the condition only, that he was build 
ing a new church, and his return 
should be adjudged indispensable.

who is not too lazy, will detiver-s 
short sermon or religions lecture to 
his people? Rev. Dr. Hinton, one of 
the ablest white ministers in the 
country, says, That most of the 
white pastors preach ont all they 
know in two years, and that some 
get throngh in one year.” _ And 
we all know that many of our 
ministers preach out all 
they know in six months, 
and some, we apprehend, can get 
through in three months, for different 
texts do not imply a different sermon, 
in scores of instances, as we all know. 
So that after sik months, or a year at 
most, the preaching of hundreds are 
mers repetitions or rehashes. , Our 
people are so constitnted that at the 
end of two years they are generally 
tired of one man, whatever may be his 
pulpit ability. There are exceptions, 
we grant. A few may last three years 
when they hare congregations who 
will be satisfied with the preacher's 
imaginations and fancy, and the story 
of the long white robe, golden slippers 
and starry crowns. But we ask in all 
fairness and candor, is that preaching 
the go*speld Does that elevatt and en- 
lighten the people? Does not our in- 
tellectnal status demand instruetive 
$ermons? Sermons that take in every

M. E. Church Sonth, "Stationary Pas- 


tors have blighted the growth of their 
denominatious.” According to 
five year term it will take twenty years 
and to change him oftener 
is to Lay violent hands upon 
bim,” When the two year term was 
the law of our Church, the ministers 
who were on conutry cirenits, missions 
and small charges could hope to get 
to the cities at an carly date, and they 
would study as hard if they had work 
in the woods as anywhere else, because 
there was a prospect of larger appoint- 
ments. But now, since they see that 
a fow big men can monopolize all the 
first-class appointments and remain at 
one church a quarter of a life time, 
when we few first class 
appointueut ed to the num- 
ber of onr intelligent ministers 
there is bat little incentive -for the 
common preacher' to try to be any- 
thing. Aud it will kill the aspiration 
and hope of the men on smaller 
charges, This five-year term means 
the agrandizement of a few and the 


degradation of the many (stultification | 


to say the least] and we wish to say 
to what is called the medioere preacher, 
If you love your church aud have any 
concern for yourself, your wied 
children, you will not vote for auy 
man to go as a delegate to the next 
General Conference who will not open- 
ly pledge himself to vote to limit the 
time to two years, three years, at 
most. There may be pressing contin- 
zencies, when the fourth year might 
appear to be an indispensable neces- 
sity, but where that necessity for the 
fourth year is iu ance. an 
earlier change will be in demand fifty 
times, if not a handred times. More- 
over, should it happen that, the fifth 
year term is $0 indispensable now and 
then, that the cannection would suffer 
by a change of Pastors, let the entire 
Honse of Bishops be required by law 
to give their unanimons consent, then 
every minister will believe that such a 
necessity was absolute. 

We know that the advocates of the 
fifth year term are ever ready to pro- 
claim that no one has attempted to 
limit or curtail the appointing powers 
of the Bishops, their godly judgment 
is 8till implacable and inexorable, they 
can change the ministers every year if 
they wish, and other like expressions. 
And thus they try to pimp and pander 
to the vanity of the Bishops on the 
one hand, and beguile and deceive, 
rough au oily tongue sophistry, the 
*0mmon preacher” and the laity 
upon the other, when they know such 
an argument is a species of selfish hy- 
pocrisy, 80 glaringly deceptive that 
they giggle over it in private among 
themselves. 

Bishops are nothing but men, they 
were onee laymen, then local preach- 
ers, then Deacons, and then Elders, 
and finally they were ordained Bish- 
ops by other Bishops of like pedigree 
and lineage; becanse they got votes 
enough to elect them, and are no more

1st, 1804, from therultar of Liberty, in 
the shade of palm trees, Jean Jacques 
Dessalines proved to the oonstornated 
world by the glorious declaration of 
independence that the Negro, as a 
people, is an integer with the noble 
intention of exercizing Yheir fnind 
power in the problems of statescraft, 
philosophy and science. 

From Jannary, 1804, we have no 
right whatever to donbt onr race, nor 
to question its possibilities. The duty 
of each is simply to bring, according 
to the strength of his or her day, his 
or her contingent for the uplifting 
work. Quite, true, the Negroes 
thronghont the West India did not 
from then become participants in our 
independence; but they, however, 
profited throngh its platform, for its 
every plank is racial. It gave strength 
and imparted new courage to Wilber- 
force, Brongham, Clarkson, Buxton, 
Knibb, Sharpe, ete., to better de- 
founce the awful crime; it silently, 
yet eloqnently, helped them to persist 
on parliament ta bring about the proc- 
lamation of emancipation of 1838,

On Aug. tt, 1838, the thundering 
voices of cannons, the chimes of the 
church's bells, the rolling of drums 
and the music of the conch-*hells told 
the slaves that on their afflicted and 
bowed heads He had jSnred the fra- 
grant oil of mercy aud gladnexs, and 
they were to rejoice and «ond up to 
His throne their thanksgivings. 

It was for the celebration of the six 
tieth anniversary of this historical 
event that the Wesleyan church of 
Panama donned her gala robes, made 
herself fragrant with the perfumes of 
flowers and sung her songs divine. 

As Rev. A. W. Gedder and family 
are away to their birtlFplace (Jamaica) 
on a three months” well earned far- 
longh, the festival had to be postponed 
to Aug. 3d, giving to Rev. Walter J. 
Jacobs ample opportunity to satisfy 
his people in the city of Colon. The 
thanksgiving service was truly a bean- 
tifnl one; but the morning gathering 
was far from being a fine turnout. I. 
seems as if there is a section of the 
race who feltashamed to identify itself 
with the movement; but there is one 
thing certain, it will ever have to bear 
«winging around its neck the millstone 
of emancipation. Mr. Jacobs proved 
himself one of the giant sous of the 
race, He preached from the book of 
Denteronomy viii, 5-18. As this book 
begins with a short account of what 
had passed in the wilderness, and ad- 
monishes the people to be faithful in 
keeping the commands of God, we feel 
that he had chosen well. In lan- 
guage beautiful and bold he told his 
hearers that it is the duty of the race 
to celebrate in thanksgivings the his- 
toric day and that it will surely be 
punished with extinction were it to 
prove nngratefnl to the Lord God who 
had brought it, like Israel of old, out 
of the honse of hondage. Not from a 
lightning flash of enthnsiasm, but with 
the cool consideration of a hardy eth- 
nologist, he said: We do not, as a 
race, know for what sin we had been 
in bondage cast—but who can tell the 
wondrous workings of God? It may 
be that we are being disciplined so that 
when England—today the mistress of 
the seas shall have as a nation passed 
away; when the United States of Amer- 
ica—that rising power—shall have 
vanished away; when great France 
shall have faded away, the Negro race 
will sway the sceptre of this world's 
domain. But we must be careful, 
watchful and prayerfn].” 

The Rev. gentleman has shown in 
his great discourse a full knowlegge of 
his race and people. He knows us in 
our swarthy meanness and in the 
greatness of our eylightened concepts; 
he knows us in the narrowness of our 
degraded ignor aue and in the be- 
wildering largeness of our giant 
spirits; he knows ns in the fonl 
vileness of our hearts and in the re: 
stored beauty of our souls bowing be- 
fore the throne of grace. Of course 
he has declared that for the short 
pace cf sixty years the emancipated 
of 1838 have done well, we proclaim 
also that fact. Sarely colored preach- 
ers are an object lesson. What must 
have been the expansion of the minds 
of the Africans of the West Coast ere 
that portion of the black continent had 
lost its civilization? Was it the con 
temporary of Nubia, or did it enjoy 
its civilization at a mach earlier date?

Bishop Hartzell of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church Begins the Campaign 
of Education in Liberia, Where 
He Intends % to Estab- 
lish Industrial Schools. 


Backed by Cecil Rhodes and Earl 
Gray, members of the Board of Diree- 
tors of the British South Africa Com- 
pany, Bishop Joseph C. Hartzell of 
the M. E. Church, whose diocese 
includes the continent of/Africa, anc- 
ceeded in obtaining an appropriation 
yesterday from the Board of Missions 
which will enable him to plant the 
public school system of the United 
States in Africa, When seen about 
the matter Bishop Hartzell said: 

Jam commencing this work in the 
little republic of Liberia. Already, 
under the fostering care of our church, 
a college has been established at Mon- 
rovis, in West Africa, which has 150 
scholars enrolled under the control of 

faculty of five. Prof, A. P. Cam- 
phor, a black man educated in this 
country, is at the head of this institn- 
tion. It is my purpose to begin at the 
foundation, establishing first the pri- 
mary school, and in a short time I hope 
to have 2,000 pupils under the charge 
of competent teachers sent from the 
United States. ; 

„To assist me to carry ont this idea 
I have been authorized to secure five 
teachers from among the educated 
young colored people of the state, and 
our church has pledged itself to pay 
one-half the expenses incurred for sal- 
ary and transportation. The salary to 
be allowed these teachers, besides 
their keep, will be only $200, I am 
looking for some one who is interested 
enough in Africa to foot the other half

Letter From Presiding Elder Kue 
Of Sonth Africa. 


Port Eruranarn, Care Coton, 
South Africa, July 28, 1898. 
My Dñeen Lonůd Brenor Traxzs: 

T have the honor to inform you that 
T am now here in Port Elizabeth. I 
left Cape Town on 25th of May last 
and arrived at Cookhonse station on 
27th of May where I had to stay until 
I «honld get a word from our brethren 
here to come down. From Cape Town 
I wired to them to send me some 
money for the way; reply was that 
they had no money nor «= house for me 
and that I should remain in Cape 
Town until they were ready which 
thing I conld not do, as my time of 
office was ended there by your order. 
Therefore I had to borrow some mon- 
ey for my journey from a Wesleyan 
friend which amonnted to £6 sterling. 
I am glad to let you know that our 
«towards paid it last week. During 
my stay at Cookhonse station, I 
preached there on Snnday, 29th May, 
and every evening from Monday to 
Thursday and left that station with 
(tour. Three fall members who have 
joined our society and one probationer, 

On Friday, 3rd of June, I proceed- 
ed to a town called Somerset East by 
Post cart, about 15 miles from 
house. On Sunday, 5th at 11 a. m., 
I attended the Wesleyan services aud 
at 3 p. m. preached an open air ser- 
vice in the centre of the native loca- 
tion. 

In the evening of the same day I 
preached to a colored congregation 
who have lately severed themselves 
from the Independent Church art 
have applied to the Wesleyans to take 
them to their care, having been re- 
quented so to do, On Monday, as I 
was preparing to return to the above 
station, the people prevented me from 
#0 doing and urged me to remain until 
the following Sunday. I connented 
and on Sunday, 12th, I preached for 
them three times and left the town 
with three members who joined us, I 
arrived here on 15th of June and found 
a congregation of 14 members, inclu- 
ding probationers, On Sunday re- 
ceived 9, including probationers; in 
all, 23, TI am glad to inform you that 
bur members are rapidly increasing. 
Last Sunday, July 24th, 13 souls were 
alded to our number. The room in 
which we hold our services is alto- 
gether too small, in fact, I never 
preached or had a charge where there 
was such a small room to begin with. 
Last Sunday evening it was very 
grievous to see how the people went 
away, for not having s place to contain 
them. The room for our services is 
only 16 feet by 12 feet wide. Its rent 
is £1-6 a month, Iam in a «mall iron 
cottage with three rooms with no fire 
place, its rent £1-12 & month, te this

It is said that Nero enjoyed the 
sound of the fiddle while Rome burn- 
ed, and throngh all the ages this has 
been quoted as an evidence of his lack 
of interest in the people. The same 
inference could as pr — be drawn 
and as properly applied to the Ameri- 
can Negro who can calmly discuss the 
sine of the ark or the structure of 
Solomon's temple while the race is 
fighting for its very life. 


it or not, every individual related to 
the Negro race is in duty bonnd to 
give his best thought and effort to the 
uplifting of his people. All culture, 
inflagnce or power possessed by an 
Afro-American that is not in some way 
employed to lift up the race is wasted. 
„Study the map of the world and 
what do you find? The civilized na- 
tions of Europe have invaded the erst- 
while safe retreat of the Negro, and 
from the coasts are advancing into 
Africa with. resistless steadiness, and 
as they go they are trampling beneath 
their iron heels the natives. In Ans- 
tralia and Tasmania the Negro has 
been practically exterminated, and in 
the portions of Africa already occn- 
pied by Europeans he has been con- 
signed to a condition of social isola- 
tion and inferiority which renders his 
fature existence as a factor in the gov- 
erning civilization exceedingly prob- 
lematical. If things go on as they are 
at present, the Negro of Africa is sure 
to meet the same fate that has come 
to his cousin, the Indian of America, 
and to his brother the Negro of Tas- 
mania, and the Negro of Australia. 
When the flood swept over the earth 
and destroyed the children of men, 
God saved a remnant by means of the 
ark. From the devastating flood of 
Enropean civilization that .in mighty 
waves of colonization are «weeping 
over Africa, God has saved a remnant 
of the Negro race by safely housing it 
in America. That European civiliza- 
tion will spread throughout Africa is a 
fature event that no intelligent mind 
can deny. Will the native African 
disappear before the invading hosts 
of Europe, or will 
share with them the possession of his 
redeemed continent? 

The answer to this qustion is bound 
up in the higher question, Ought he 
to survive? From him who hath not 
shall be taken even that which he ap- 
peareth to have, and unto him who 
hath shall it be given,” is the dictum 
of the Great Raler of ns all. 

The Indian possessed America and 
utilized not his opportunities, and 
from him has been taken his land and 
it has been given unto the civilized in- 
vader.

They increased at the 
rate of 150,000 & year, and in Hfty 
years from the present time Would be 
a people of 35,000,000, Thirty-three 
years ago rot ono in twenty of the 
colored population in the South was 
able to read or write; now two-thirds 
of the children over 10 could read and 
write, The same progress had gone 
on in material wealth; whereas at the 
close of the war the colored people 
were not possessed of a penny, today 
they had $300,000,000 in money or 
money's worth. 

Lincoln University, in this state, was 
the first edncational establishment pro- 
vided for the race, aud during its ex- 
istence it had sent forth over 1,200 
gradnates, of whom 150 took to the 
ministry, 18 went out as Missicnaries 
to Africa, while six sacrificed their 
lives to spread the gospel.

98, in which 
touched upon Egypt and Africa and 
the Plantation of Nations, etc., I take 
pleasure in informing the readers of 
Tun Voten or Misstoxs that I have 
been asked by quite a number of emi- 
nent divines to continue the subject 
under the beading or caption of The 
History of the Races Treated by a 
Master,” etc. The reader will remem- 
ber that I recommended higher aims 
in life and no man onght to fall short of 
a high aim in this life, but the highest 
aim any (American African) Negro can 
have, or should have, is the highest 
degree of true Christian manhood ir 
its highest (Godly) attainments, 
coupled with the God-given, divine 
law, with all of its ramifications. This, 
or the above Aim applies also to the 
true (Cancasian) American white race 
as well as the (American African) black 
American race, which is commonly 
called the (Nigger) Negro. I, the 
reader's humble servant, am sorry to 
say that none of the learned men of 
the race havg not given the reading 
masses anything in the way of whole- 
some reading as I have seen, tonchiug 
upon the origin of the word Negro.

The ancients knew this 
river nnder the name of Niger, which 
contrary to the opinion they common- 
y had of its course from west to east, 
as Herodotns indeed appears to indi- 
cate, Everybody who have acquainted 
themselves with Egyptian lore, and 
ancient anthentic profane history, will 
agree that Menes or Mizriam was the 
first king of Egypt. Now that Egypt 
is in Africa, no one will deny, and, if 
I make no mistake, it was King Ame- 
nophis Pharaoh that was drowned in 
the Red sea while attempting to over- 
take Moses and the Children of Israel 
in the year B. C., 1491, It will be re- 
membered, aleo, that Moses was born, 
according to the cis-Pharachac writ- 
ers C., 1571, this  wonld of 
course make (the legislator) him 
[Moses] eighty years of ave at that 
period, This was in the year of the 
flood, $57, or 1491. The reader is re- 
minded that there were only (25) 
pringipal stops from the starting point 
ont of Egypt, viz: Rameses to the 
plains of Moab. To dligress u little, the 
attention of the reader is called to the 
fact that it was in the beginning of the 
third month when the Israclites march- 
ed the plains of Sinai, (e., after the 
Exodus. It will also be remembered 
that the Israelites were not sabÞected 
to bondage till after the death of 
Joseph, and according to the best au- 
thentie historical information Joseph 
was born B. C. 1745, he so into 
Egypt B. C. 1728, hence tt is perspic- 
nous that he (Joseph) was about (16) 
sixteen years of age when sold. From 
the foregoing Wwe dlednce the follow ing: 
Joseph born B. . 1745, and died 1638, 
age (107) one hundred and seven years. 
It will also be remembered that Joshua 
was a descendant of Joseph; while 
Caleb was a descendant of Judah. 
Many Bible readers are inclined to be- 
lieve that the children of Israel 
were in bondage under the Pharaohs 
430 years, while historians of Egyptian 
lore and those skilled in Egyptian 
archeology refute this common senti- 
ment, and I see no true historical 
grounds which enables me to set aside 
the true Egyptian chronicles. There- 
fore, I trust that I will not prove my- 
self to be a fanatic, neither a mono- 
maniac by saying that the ISraelites 
were only in bondage one (145) hun- 
dred and forty-five years.
